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Council Supports Bid for Fence 
Will Mot Release Developer’s Bond 


APB OKs Plans for Marriott 
Courtyard on Golden Triangle

The Advisory Planning Board, at its meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday, Nov 16, approved the site plan for the Marriott 
Courtyard and reviewed the plans for Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Four presented by Coakley & Williams. Later they 
elected J Davis as chairman and former chairman Don Volk 
as vice-chairman.

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil denied the release of a 
road construction permit to 
Porten-Sullivan, one of the 
developers of the Greenbrook 
development, and declined to 
convey property east of 
Kenilworth Avenue to the 
town of Berwyn Heights at 
its November 14 regular 
meeting. 

Despite city staff's recommen¬ 
dation that Greenbrook permit 
#289 be released and that the 
area covered by the permit be 
put on a one-year maintenance 
bond- council decided not to re¬ 
lease the permit. 

Council's main objection to re¬ 
leasing the permit was a possible 
safety problem caused by the 
steep slope next to Ora Glen 
Drive, Although this area is not 
covered by permit #289 and is 
actually under county jurisdic¬ 
tion, council felt that the area 
was unsafe. By holding permit 
#289, council believed Porten- 
Sullivan might be forced to rem¬ 
edy the situation. 

Porten-Sullivan representative, 
Patty Gamby, objected to the 
council's action. She said her 
company had tried to work out

At its November 14 regu¬ 
lar meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council refused to sup¬ 
port a motion opposing 
consideration of the North 
End School site as a possible 
alternate location if Center 
School cannot be renovated 
and voted to support, with 
modifications, county legisla¬ 
tion maintaining the Resi¬ 
dential Planned Community 
zoning in the historic parts 
of the city. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White made a motion that “coun¬ 
cil note its disapproval of con¬ 
sideration of the North End Cen¬ 
ter for an elementary school site 
to replace Center School.” The 
motion died for lack of a sec¬ 
ond. 

White said that this stand 
would reaffirm previous council 
decisions to support the estab¬ 
lishment of an intergenerational 
facility in the old North End 
school building and its long¬ 
standing preference that Center 
be maintained as an educational 
facility. 

The county school board has 
announced that they are not cer¬ 
tain that they can satisfactorily 
renovate Center School and are 
considering alternate sites. Coun¬ 
cil has made known their opposi¬ 
tion to any use of the 72-acre 


a compromise with the Green¬ 
brook Homeowners Association 
concerning the slope area. In re¬ 
turn for the Association's sup¬ 
port for a variance of the Coun¬ 
ty's 3-to-l slope requirement, 
Porten-Sullivan had offered to 
put up a split-rail fance along 
the area. 

Gary Kohn, of the Greenbrook 
Homeowners Association, said the 
Association felt that a split-rail 
fence would not offer adequate 
safety and requested a stockade 
fence. When Porten-Sullivan de¬ 
cided a stockade fence was too 
expensive, the company retracted 
the fence offer and re-graded the 
slope to bring it into compliance 
with county standards. 

According to Celia Wilson, city 
Planning and Developent Coor¬ 
dinator* the permit work for 
#289 is almost complete except 
for minor concrete repairs and 
sod replacement. 

Gary Kohn disagreed. He said 
that since there is no ground 
cover, the permit is not yet in 
compliance. 

Wilson, however, noted that 
seeding has been accepted as 
ground cover in other cases, and 
that the maintenance bond could 
be used to cover sod replace¬ 
ment if the grass didn't sprout in 


tract located off Northway Ex¬ 
tended which was once owned by 
the Board of Education. Howev¬ 
er, the school board is known to 
be considering the North End 
School property. 

No councilmember spoke in 
favor of abandoning Center as 
a school, and as White noted, the 
council strongly supported its 
renovation in the past. However 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld instead pro¬ 
posed that the council wait for 
the school board's public hearing 
to learn the facts and listen to 
citizen comments before taking 
a position. 

Councilmember Joseph Isaacs 
said that he had heard' reports 
that Center cannot be adequately 
renovated and felt that it would 
be unwise to preclude any op¬ 
tions. On the other hand, he 
said that this position would not 
prevent the city from continuing 
to seek funds to renovate the 
North End building. 

Councilmember Antoinette M 
Bram noted that the school 
board, not the city council, has 
the responsibility for selecting 
school sites. She said that she 
was still committed to a com¬ 
munity center in the North End 
and suggested that if a new 
school were built on the site it 
could include a community cent¬ 
er. She was also concerned that 
the meeting had not been adver¬ 
tised as a public hearing and 
that conducting a protracted dis- 


the spring. 

When Councilmember Antoin¬ 
ette M. Bram asked why the com¬ 
pany did not put up the stockade 
fence, Gamby replied that the 
fence’s cost would have cut into 
profits. Since all the units have 
been sold, prices of the homes 
could not he raised to absorb this 
extra cost. 

Councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens, pointing out that this was 
not the first time he had heard of 
problems in the development, 
asked if grading the land wasn't 
more expensive than the cost of 
the stockade fence. 

Gamby said yes, re-grading 
was more costly, but she did not 
have the exact figures in front 
of her. 

Putens charged that “Porten- 
Sullivan is not being a good 
neighbor.” 

Kohn urged council not to re¬ 
lease the permit saying “This is 
an opportunity to force them to 
sit down and face significant 
problems in the development.” 

Wilson said that county offic¬ 
ials told her a fence can not he 
required because the slope now 
meets county standards. 

Although solicitor Robert Man-

cussion without a motion before 
the council was unfair to other 
citizens. 

This position was supported 
by councilmember Edward Pu¬ 
tens, who was also concerned 
that a split is developing within 
the community. He urged coun¬ 
cil to wait till they have all the 
facts. 

White, and many in the audi¬ 
ence, disagreed. He said that ren¬ 
ovation of North End School has 
already been delayed too of^en 
and that it would be “dead 
wrong to encourage anyone to 
even think of” not maintaining 
Center as an elementary school. 

This view was endorsed by 
many in the audience. Keith 
Chernikoff, of Citizens for the 
North End Center (CNEC), ob¬ 
jected to further delays in reno¬ 
vating North End or removing 
the elementary school from its 
current location. He told coun¬ 
cil that if they say that the 
school board cannot use the 
North End land, the board will 
be forced to renovate Center. 

Several speakers questioned 
whether the shortcomings of Cen¬ 
ter were as severe as suggested 
by the school board. In addition. 
Peggy Schlater argued that even 
if the city were able to ob¬ 
tain Center in a swap for N.^rth 
End, parking in the core of town 
is already inadequate and cannot

The board approved the site 
plan for the Marriott Courtyard, 
a motel to be located in the Gol¬ 
den Triangle west of the Oxford 
Building, They did not approve 
the landscape plan, however. 
APB recommended that the signs 
leading drivers to the motel be 
changed and that the number of 
white pines be doubled at the 
base of the four-foot retaining 
wall. 

Two of the three proposed 
signs will be located on Green¬ 
belt Road and the third at the 
end of Golden Triangle Drive. 
Don Volk, chairman of the board, 
expressed concern that the signs 
would not lead people to the mo- 
te.l He suggested that a sign be 
relocated at the Walker Drive ac¬ 
cess. “I'm concerned that the 
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sign be properly placed so there 
will be no need for a fourth 
sign,” he added. 

Michele LaRocca, an attorney 
representing Marriott, agreed 
that it would make sense to 
change the signs, hut pointed out 
that Prudential Insurance Com¬ 
pany, which owns the property, 
will not give its permission. 
“They won’t let us,” she said. 
“We have asked and asked.” 

During the meeting LaRocca 
also answered the question as to 
how the courtyard related to the 
full-service Marriott at Capital 
Office Park. “The courtyard pro¬ 
perty has a different orientation 
and different service base than a 
full service hotel,” she said. She 
added that the courtyard, with its 
conference rooms and lower pric¬ 
es as compared with the full-ser¬ 
vice Marriott, will be oriented 
toward the business clientele at¬ 
tracted to the business park. 

Site Plan Presented 

Attorney Richard Reed of Fos- 
sett & B rugger, representing 
Coakley & Williams, presented 
the site plan for the Maryland 
Trade Center Four (MTC-4). 
The earth-tone modern building, 
located between the Holiday Inn 
and MTC-3 is a combination of 
glass and pre-cast concrete. An 

SHOOTING IN CITY 

On Nov. 28, a Silver Spring 
youth was shot in a Greenbelt 
PrOi^o resno^ded to a 
call at the 7200 block of Morrison 
Dr. at 12:40 p.m. and found the 
young man in critical condition. 
He had been shot by an illegal, 
sawed-off, .22-caliber rifle; the 
bullet traveled through his up¬ 
per back and lower neck into the 
brain. By Tuesday afternoon, 
the youth's condition had stabiliz¬ 
ed. 

The police have interviewed all 
the occupants of the townhouse 
where the incident occurred, and 
say the shooting appears to have 
been accidental.

outline of the building showed 
identical views from the north 
and south, with plaza areas at 
both entries and an atrium in the 
middle. 

Reed also presented tentative 
plans for a residential-style bank 
facing Hanover Parkway. The 
bank will be made of brick and 
other materials. At this point a 
Riggs Bank will most likely oc¬ 
cupy this site. 

The APB made suggestions to 
Coakley &. Williams following 
Wilson's recommendations to the 
board. Wilson said that enough 
had not been done to link the 
walkways through the park 
from the bank to the Holiday Inn. 
She suggested that physical con¬ 
crete barriers be added to separ¬ 
ate the pedestrian walkways from 
vehicular accesses. 

“Having to step over the is¬ 
lands is dangerous,” said Bobbie 
McCarthy, a board member. Ano¬ 
ther board member, J Davis, a- 
gr^ed. “They'll just wander 
through the parking lot unless 
thpv have a senarate passaged 
marked with cues,” she said 

Wilson also pointed out that 
the Greenbelt East Study calls 
for the median strip to be extend¬ 
ed alone Hanover Parkway next 
to MTC-3. Bill Wilkerson, the 
vice chairman of the board, asked 
for Coakley & Williams to pro¬ 
vide a sketch including the me¬ 
dian strip. Wilkerson also ex¬ 
pressed a fear that the plans 
could create a bottleneck for a 
projected 8-foot wide bike trail 
along Hanover Parkway, 

In addition to the request for 
a sketch of the median, the board 
also asked Coakley & Williams 
to provide the board with a docu¬ 
ment that states it will not build 
on the triangle of green space 
behind the Holiday Inn that it 
has donated to the city. The board 
asked Rory Coakley, who was 
present at the meeting, if he had 
any plans for the green space 
located above MTC-3. “Nothing," 
Coakley said. “No building.” Reed 
added that he considered this 
space to be “the sacred green 
area.”

Mandatory Reading 

It is time for Prince Georges 
to take full advantage of recyc¬ 
ling opportunities. The current 
voluntary recycling program is 
good but not good enough for 
Prince Georges future. 

The cost of landfilling will con¬ 
tinue to escalate beyond our im¬ 
agination. For example, the land¬ 
fill cost in New Jersey alone has 
risen from $18 a ton to $137 a 
ton in only one year. The cur¬ 
rent proposed energy resource 
recovery facility (incinerator) by 
Prince Georges County even 
portrays a new net unit cost per 
ton of $43.10. (Greenbelt is) 
currently paying $35 a ton to 
dispose of its waste in the San¬ 
dy Hill and Brown Station land¬ 
fills. 

The City of Greenbelt's 1988- 
89 budget also reflects the ris¬ 
ing cost of waste disposal. They 
have budgeted tipping fees of 
$122,300 for the cost of dispos¬ 
ing waste in the County's Brown 
Station Landfill. Parenthetically, 
the city has been lauded ryid hon¬ 
ored for (its) program of man¬ 
datory recycling of newspapers. 
(Last year), 291 tons of paper 
were recycled and sold for $7,000. 
The citizens of Greenbelt volun¬ 
tarily recycled 15 tons of glass, 
501 pounds of aluminum, and 
730 gallons of oil. 

To further illustrate my point 
for the need for mandatory re¬ 
cycling, Woodbury, New Jersey 
and Davis, California, report 
they have reduced their waste by 
50% with mandatory recycling 
and reduction of the waste 
stream. (Greenbelt's waste dis¬ 
posal budget for 1988-89 was 
$467,100. This number could be 
greatly reduced by recycling.) 

(A) spokesman for Waste Man¬ 
agement (operator of Sandy Hill 
Landfill), William Plunkett, said 
“The county can no longer af¬ 
ford to manage waste in old 
ways, environmentally or finan¬ 
cially/ 7 

In the long run mandatory re¬ 
duction of yard waste, rubble and 
the recycling of newspaper, 
glass, and aluminum cans clear¬ 
ly offers the most economically 
and environmentally sound meth¬ 
od for dealing with much of our 
solid waste stream. 

We all remember the story of 
IsTip, New York, They hired the 
infamous “Barge” to carry their 
garbage out of the country. It 
traveled 6000 miles and was re¬ 
jected in port after port. After 
this lesson, the city adopted a 
mandatory recycling program 
for glass, metal and paper. It is 
reported that citizen peer pres¬ 
sure increased the amount of re¬ 
cycled goods to 30,000 tons a 
year, saving Islip roughly $2 mil¬ 
lion a year and extending the 
landfills. 

In Japan, where recycling is 
established, the most effective 
program recycles 50%, a figure 
matched by several European 
nations. Governor Robert P. 
Casey, who signed a law last 
summer that made Pennsylvan¬ 
ia the largest state with a man¬ 
datory recycling program, said, 
“All over the nation it is plain 
as the eye can see or the nose 
can smell that we have to change 
our ways.” 

(Incineration may not be the 
answer to the county's prob¬ 
lems.) Tina Badaczewski, Presi¬ 
dent of the Kettering Civic Fed¬ 
eration, stated in her opposition 
to an incinerator site in Largo 
and other sites in Prince Georg¬ 
es County, “The Wall Street 
Journal reported in July that in¬ 
cinerators could become for mu¬ 
nicipalities what nuclear plants 
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were to electric utilities in the 
1970's. They plunged many in¬ 
to an economic swamp, their 
huge cost overruns unrecoverable 
for customers. More than $3 bil¬ 
lion in incinerators have been 
scrapped in the past 18 months, 
and new orders have slowed to a 
trickle. 

In the New York Times, Oc¬ 
tober 23, 1988, Hilary Stout 

wrote, “The country's landfills 
are bloated and land for new 
ones is scarce. Yet the alternate 
- burning the waste in large 
plants that convert it into power 
is environmentally controversial 
and unaffordable for most cities. 
Recycling, once considered a 
counter culture activity has 
moved into the mainstream.” 

Moreover, EPA Administrator, 
Lee Thomas, recently said, “We 
can no longer afford ‘out of sight, 
out of mind' approach to the 
garbage we generate.” 

The bottom line is, notw ; th- 
standing how laudatory Green- 
belt's programs are, mandatory 
recycling must be the law in 
Prince Georges County's future. 
To accomplish this goal the 
county needs the full cooperation 
and assistance of all our citi¬ 
zens. I believe we must recog¬ 
nize now this is the economically 
and enviromentally sound way 
to address the growing menace 
of our disposable society. It will 
require sacrifies and changes in 
our consumer habits. I don't be¬ 
lieve we have any other respon¬ 
sible choice.

Compromise on School Site 

Recent issues of the News Re¬ 
view have included articles or 
letters on one or both of our 
old elementary school buildings. 
North End School—closed for 
many years and deeded to the city 
by the county—would require ov¬ 
er two million dollars to reno¬ 
vate and maintain. Center School 
needs extensive and expen yve 
renovations (several million dol¬ 
lars) to meet the educational 
needs of our children. 

Could there be a more realistic, 
moie cost-effective, way of pre¬ 
serving the architectural integ¬ 
rity of Center School and pro¬ 
viding the best educational en¬ 
vironment for Greenbelt’s child¬ 
ren without destroying green 
space and becoming a continuing 
tax burden ? 

Why not construct a new 
school on the site of the North 
End school and utilize Center 
School as a community and rec¬ 
reational center? Here are some 
advantages: 

First, Greenbelt needs an out¬ 
standing elementary school—one 
that supports quality education 
and one that strongly attracts 
young families, despite our high 
housing costs. My understand¬ 
ing is that a renovated Center 
School cannot satisfy these needs. 
The multiple floor levels, the long 
hallways, the small playground, 
and other 50-year-old features all 
would severely limit construction 
of a modern facility suitable for 
today's educational needs. 

Secondly, it makes no sense for 
Greenbelt to acquire woodlands 
for future generations, and then 
allow schools to be built there. 

Third, we do need more public 
rooms for our community activ¬ 
ities—the arts, senior citizens, 
daycare, and many others. The 
centrally located community cen¬ 
ter would have plenty of room to 
satisfy our current and project¬ 
ed needs. And the historic Cen¬ 
ter School building would be pre¬ 
served intact. 

Fourth, the North End site 
has more land than is needed 
for the new elementary school. 
Perhaps the excess land could 
be retained by the city for ath¬ 
letic fields and for senior citizen 
housing. Perhaps the new school 
could provide some indoor facil¬ 
ities for the nearby community. 

Fifth, we must have affordable 
taxes. The renovation and main¬ 
tenance of the long-vacant form¬ 
er North End School will be ex¬ 
pensive. If it is too expensive, it 
will never be done. Why use our 
scarce tax dollars for costly ren¬ 
ovation work when we can prob- ' 
able do better with no more than 
a land swap? Is it not more 
feasible to achieve the goals for 
a community center by using the 
currently maintained Center 
School building? 

This proposal has both signi¬ 
ficant advantages and significant 
disadvantages. However, it seems 
to satisfy more of Greenbelt's

O PEN LETTER 

The school board's plan to use 
the North End School as a possi¬ 
ble site to build a new school is 
unacceptable. Citizens For North 
End Center (CNEC) worked in¬ 
formally with Greenbelt officials 
to plan renovating the North 
End School into a multi-purpose 
intergenerational center. 

Upon acquisition of the North 
End School and its 13 acres of 
land, the city levied a tax and 
raised $240,000 toward the reno¬ 
vation of the school. Since then 
the city has over $700,000 in its 
coffer toward renovation. CNEC 
petitioned over 400 signatures re¬ 
questing city council to start 
renovations and the city has en¬ 
gaged an architect to plan for 
a multi-purpose facility. 

This forward progress has 
come to almost a complete halt 
with the news of the school 
board's consideration of using 
the North End School site to 
build a new school. Our city 
council has taken the position of 
“wait and see” what the school 
board decides. Seven years have 
elapsed; seven years too long. 
Don't keep the citizens hanging 
in the balance for another seven 
years. Proceed with your orig¬ 
inal plan to renovate the Center 
School and leave the North End 
property to the citizens of Green¬ 
belt.

support both the indoor pool and 
creation of a community center 
at Center School. 

However, the speakers were 
not unanimous. Cynthia Dial urg¬ 
ed council to keep all options 
open. She agreed that it would 
be ideal to keep the school at its 
current location if the board can 
find a way to renovate it ade¬ 
quately. However, she questioned 
the wisdom of renovating the 
school if the results were sub¬ 
standard and the cost close to 
that required for a new, high 
quality facility. 

Sharon Goldberg noted that if 
the North End site were not av¬ 
ailable and Center could not be 
renovated there are few other 
options. He noted that Greenbelt 
East residents currently use a 
ballfield located on school boar-1 
land on Mandan Road and re¬ 
quested that council go on rec¬ 
ord as rejecting use of that site 
as well. Weidenfeld said that, 
so far as he knows, the Mandan 
Road site is not under consider¬ 
ation. 

Weidenfeld said that the 
school board plans at least one 
more public hearing and a com¬ 
munity survey on the future of 
Center School. He said that un¬ 
til there is a public hearing, he 
does not feel he can say that 
the community opposes the op¬ 
tion of replacing Center with a 
new school at the North End 
site. He did agree to communi¬ 
cate to School Board member 
Suzanne Plogman the number 
of people interested in the pub¬ 
lic hearing and survey and to 
urge the board to present the in¬ 
formation as soon as possible. 


RPC Zone 

Council agreed to support, 
with comments, proposed county 
legislation retaining the Residen¬ 
tial Planned Community (RPC) 
zoning in the historic core of the 
city. The original draft of the 
College Park - Langley Park - 
Greenbelt Master Plan had rec¬ 
ommended discontinuing this 
zoning category. Council was 
concerned that this change would 
make all existing development in 
the historic city nonconforming 
uses, complicating any renova¬ 
tions or improvements. The pro¬ 
posed legislation (CB 134-88) 
would define the RPC zone as 
well as allow reclassification or 
expansion through the sect onal 
map amendment process. 

City Planning and Development 
Coordinator Celia Wilson recom¬ 
mended that council support the 
legislation with some comments. 
She was concerned that the re¬ 
quirement that all development 
occurring after January 1, 1989 
be subject to detailed site plan 
review would prove an unreason¬ 
able burden on homeowners seek 
ing to construct additions to 
their homes. Therefore she sug¬ 
gested that council request that 
single family residential expan¬ 
sion be subject to Urban Design 
review, rather than detailed site 
plan review. The Urban Design 
Division could deny any permit 
not in conformance with the de¬ 
signed standards of the commun¬ 
ity. 

Wilson told council that the 
city staff also recommends that 
the architectural review stand¬ 
ards require that existing build¬ 
ing lines be retained, and provide 
for signage review. Wilson not¬ 
ed that the legislation was re¬ 
quested by the city during its 
review of the master plan.

zi agreed, he said the county has 
the authority to say the permit 
was issued in error and to make 
changes to rectify the situation. 
He suggested asking the county 
to review the decision. 

Manzi also said that council 
was under no obligation to re¬ 
lease the permit until all work 
was done. He suggested a motion 
that the permit and bond held by 
the city not be released because 
work under the permit had not 
been completed. Council unanim¬ 
ously approved the suggested 
motion and directed staff to send 
a letter to county officials expres¬ 
sing concern about the safety of 
the slope area. 

Berwyn Heights Request 

Council also considered a letter 
from Mayor William Armistead 
of Berwyn Heights requesting to 
move the boundary of their town 
eastward to the west side of 
Kenilworth Avenue. 

According to the letter, the 
residents of Berwyn Heights 
were concerned about the large 
green buffer between Edmonston 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue, an 
area currently within the Green- 
belt city limits. The letter sta¬ 
ted that residents of Berwyn 
Heights feel their interests 
would be better served if this 
land were under the control of 
Berwyn Heights. 

City Manager James K. Giesc 
said that since Kenliworth Aven¬ 
ue is within city limits, the city 
does perform police services 
there, but the area is not reven¬ 
ue-generating. He said that at 
tfcis time, the area is more a lia¬ 
bility than an asset,. Giese point¬ 
ed out, however, that if West¬ 
chester Park is annexed by the 
city, it would probably be best to 
keep Kenilworth Avenue within

the city limits. 

Council decided that it would 
be premature to convey the land 
in question to Berwyn Heights 
but decided to set up a meeting 
with the Berwyn Heights Town 
Council to discuss the situation. 

Park Update 

The council also heard an up¬ 
date from staff on Schrom Hills 
Park. 

A wet pond may not be per¬ 
mitted at Schrom Hills Park, ac¬ 
cording to Wilson. She said the 
State has decided the area is 
functioning as wetlands and that 
clearing and building a pond 
would cause a change in the eco¬ 
system, The county accepts the 
position of the State at this 
point, Wilson said. 

“There is a good chance it 
will take many months to reach 
a decision, but we probably 
won't be able to negotiate a po¬ 
sition contrary to the one that 
the State has,” Wilson said. She 
pointed out that if a wet pond 
is not approved, it will probably 
not affect the rest of the park 
plan except for the sitting areas 
that were to go around the pond. 
Kindred Spirits 

Robert Hickman, .site manager 
for the National Park Service, 
told council that the Park Serv¬ 
ice has begun meeting with city 
staff to discuss areas of mutual 
interest. Hickman said Greenbelt 
residents and park service em¬ 
ployees were “kindred spirits” in 
their desire to keep trees and 
open space. 

“A park planner couldn't de¬ 
sign a better location for a park 
than Greenbelt,” Hickman said. 
To commemorate this new alli¬ 
ance, Hickman presented council 
with glass mugs with the logo 
“Greenbelt is Great.” surround¬

What is a “pulp-cap” 

The living tissue contained 
within the central hollow core 
of a tooth is called the pulp. 
It's primary components are 
tiny blood vessels, body fluids 
and nerve fibers, the same ele¬ 
ments found in all living tis¬ 
sue. When a cavity is very 
large, it can affect the health 
of the pulp, either by direct 
contact or just by being very 
close to the pulp. Most people 
refer to this as touching or 
being close to the “nerve”. 

A “pulp-cap” is a procedure 
done to prevent undesirable 
effects of a deep cavity, which 
can range from a mild sensi¬ 
tivity all the way to the need 
for root canal therapy. After 
thoroughly cleaning away any 
decayed tooth structure, your 
dentist will place a medicated 
dressing at the point closest 
to the pulp. A filling or other 
restoration as needed will then 
be placed. The success of a 
pulp-cap can not immediately 
be determined, and in all cas¬ 
es a follow-up observation and 
re-evaluation is absolutely 
necessary.
